LESSON NO. 6 
LIGHTING THE DINING ROOM 


In some ways the dining room 
is just the opposite of the living 
room. 
Thei living room hast many 
different uses, but the dining room 
is seldom used except at m<al 
times. In the living room the fu r­ 
niture is moved about and changed, 
but in the dining Tot m the arrange­ 
m ent of furniture rarely changos. 
The dining table is in the center 
of the room, and it is the cc.it r 
of interest. 
It should bo the most 
brightly lighted object in he whole 
room. There are « number of dit- 
fcrcnt kinds of fi till res which may 
be hung from the ceiling to pro­ 
vide good lighting, and alm ost ail 
of thorn may be used improperly to 
provide bad lighting. 


(C) the glare from the bulb is di­ 
rectly in the eyes of everyone 
seated a t the table, but if it is put 
down closer to the table, as at 
(D) tho fixture completely hides 
the bulb, a.id we have e x c e lle n t 
dining room lighting without glare. 
For most fixtures it is best to seo 
th at the bottom of the shades is 
not more than 36 inches above the 
tabic for (A ) and 24 in he» above 
the tablo for (D ). 
W here candle 
fixtures 
are 
used, 
shades 
are 
needed not only to protect the eyes 
from the glare, but to reflect some 
of the light which would otherwise 
go up to the ceiling or down on tho 
table.

Whatever the kind of fixture, it 
is important that the eyes of any­ 
one seated at the table be protect­ 
ed against the glare of the bulbs 
which 
furnish 
the 
light.

ate two ways to do this.

Be 
sure 
that 
the 
shades 
are long 
enough, and of the right shape. 
For 
example, 
the

show’s a fixture on which one bulb 
(A ) is well shaded and the other 
bulb (B) is badly shaded. 
The shade which is narrower at 
the bottom protects the eyes of 
the person at the table.

For a 
given shade, be sure the fixture is 
low enough over the table (but not 
so low as to be in the way or 
make it impossible to see the person 
sitting opposite).

need bulbs with a total of from 
100 to 200 watts. 
OTHER LIGHTING 
Bracket fixtures on the walls 
and candlesticks on the buffet may 
be used to add decoration, pro­ 
vided they are well shaded and 
are not so bright as to be annoy­ 
ing or to produce glare and eye­ 
strain. 
Whdn they are used, the 
bulbs should not be larger than 
15 or 25 watts. 
Convenience outlets should be in­ 
stalled for electric appliances.
